ANGERED AT LAST. 


County Board of Supervisors and Dis- 


trict Attorney's Office Fight 


Against Garbage. 


Unless the board of public works 


of the city of Los Angeles orders that 
no more of the city's garbage shall be 
dumped at the hog farm at Baldwin 
Park, the county will make arrests 
for the violation of the ordinance1 pro- 
hibiting the feeding of garbage . to 
animals used for food, which goes into 
effect on May 1. 


This is .practically the ultimatum 


that has come out of the investiga- 
tion carried 
on 
for 
the last two 


months by the county grand jury, 
which is an extension of the investi- 
gation made by the previous grand 
jury, started over eighteen months 
ago. The partial report of the Los 
Angeles county grand jury was fllea 
on Thursday with Superior Judge Hut- 
ton, and it is, to say the least, a very 
unfriendly document to the business 
of feeding garbage to hogs. 


In the report it speaks of the hor- 


rible condition found at the hog farm 
at Baldwin Park, where hog cholera, 
strike, swing plague or swill fever 
and tuberculosis have made such rav- 
ages among the hogs that the place 
is practically incommunicado. But the 
report shows that, although the meat 
is terribly diseased, it is being sola 
in the Los Angeles meat markets for 
human food. 
The conditions under 


which this pork is raised are so re- 
volting that the members of the grand 
jury are filled with a great indigna- 
tion that a city like Los Angeles 
should suffer this injustice and dan- 
gerous practice to continue. The fil- 
ing of the report is one of the last 
warnings to be given the city of Los 
Angeles on this subject. 


The previous grand jury filed a 


strong protest against this practice or 
feeding garbage to hogs, and since the 
subject was first taken, up by resi- 
dents of, Baldwi,n Park and CovinaH 
tlle^'bUbj&^rhlS -bbelt Jfclffi^liSttiti:|ia-i 
ously in public :light' and BeforeHhe 
county officials. Los Angeles city has 
been stubborn, 'especially the body 
known as the board of public works, 
which has the garbage collections un- 
der its supervision. There has been 
a strange opposition felt from the 
board of public works. " 


Deputy District Attorney Hill, who 


jhas had the garbage investigation in 
his department since it was taken up 
by the present grand jury, has gather- 
ed enough data to cause him to make 
the statement that the county will 
prosecute the city of Los Angeles if 
the ordinance is not obeyed on May 1. 
Members of the board of public works 
are 
specifically blamed 
for 
their 


strange attitude in ignoring all de- 
mands for the cessation of this meth- 
od of disposing of the city's swell. 


With the fight now thrown strongly 


into the work of the district attor- 
ney's office, and the members of the 
grand jury and board of supervisors 
thoroughly aroused, the 
people of 


Baldwin Park and Covina may now be 
sure that the city of Los Angeles will 
be compelled to abate the nuisance. 
It has been a long fight, but the vic- 
tory for the residents of the Covina 
valley now seems assured. 


WHAT IS MORAL? 


City Trustees Will Endeavor to De 


cide Character of Motion Pictures 


in Covina. 


The old street-numbering ordinance, 


which the city of Covina passed anci 
could not adequately enforce, owing 
to several reasons, is about to be re- 
pealed, and a new ordinance is to take 
its place, more comprehensive and a 
better one from every viewpoint, ac- 
cording to 
the 
city trustees, who 


introduced the new ordinance last 
Tuesday evening. 


Another ordinance which will be 


placed in force, relates to a censor- 
ship of the local motion-picture shows. 
The ordinance will embrace the mat- 
ter of controlling just what shall be 
offered to the public in the way of 
vaudeville entertainment, and it will 
also give the city authority to pass 
judgement on the subjects selected 
for motion pictures. 


The motion picture ordinance was 


drawn by City Clerk Pence, at the 
behest 
of 
the trustees, after the 


board had been importuned to do so 
by the local ladies of the W.O:T.U. 
When the ordinance is in force, a 
censor committee will be appointed 
by the city, and this committee will 
pass judgement on the kind of enter- 
tainment that is being offered to the 
publio.

Postal Savings Depository. 


Postmaster Matthews is in receipt 


of information this week from Wash- 
ington that the Covina postofiice has 
been designated to be a postal sav- 
ings depository, beginning April 1. 


Accounts may be opened and de- 


posits made by any person of the age 
of 10 years or over in his or her own 
name and by a married woman in her 
own name and free from any inter- 
ference or control by her husband. 
No person can have more than one ac- 
count at any one time. . 


Xo person may open a postal-sav- 


ings account at any postofflce who is 
not a patron of that office. 


All accounts must be opened in 


person.by the depositor or his author- 
ized representative. After opening an 
account a depositor may forward sub- 
sequent deposits to the postofflce by 
mail. 


Deposits will be accepted only by 


individuals, and no account will be 
opened in the name of any corpora- 
tion, association, society, firm, or part- 
nership, or in the names of two or 
more persons jointly. 


No account will be opened in the 


name of one person in trust for or on 
behalf of other persons. 


Xo account may be opened for less 


than $1, nor will fractions of a dollar 
be accepted for deposit. 


Xo person is permitted to deposit 


more than $100 in any one calendar 
month nor to have a total balance to 
his credit at one time of more than 
?."iOO exclusive of accumulated inter- 
est. 


Savings certificates cannot be trans- 


ferred or negotiated and will be pay- 
able only to the person to whom is- 
sued. 


Interest will be allowed on all de- 


posits at the rate of 2 per cent pel- 
annum, computed on each savings cer- 
tificate separately, and payable an- 
nually. Xo interest will be paid on 
money which remains on deposit for 
a fraction of a year only. 


Deposits will bear interest from the 


1st day of the month next following 
that in which deposited. 


Interest will continue to accrue on 


a savings certificate as long as it re- 
mains outstanding, certificates being 
valid until paid, without limitations 
•is to time. 


Compound interest is not allowed 


on an outstanding certificate, but a 
depositor may withdraw interest pay- 
able and include it in a new deposit, 
which will bear interest at the regu- 
lar rate. 


A depositor may at any time with- 


draw (he whole or any part, of his de- 
posits to his credit with any interest 
payable by surrendering savings cer- 
tificates, properly indorsed, for the 
•unount desired.

E. 33. .loner,, secretary of the Moun- 


tain View Walnut Growers' Associa- 
tion at El Monte, in an interview in 
the Los Angeles Times, said recently 
that the San Gabriel valley would be 
the great walnut section of California. 


"Including what, we call the Bas- 


sett country, El Monte and Walnut 
Center," said Mr. Jones, "the|e are 
now nearly 10,000 continuous acres 
of walnuts; 
of this number 
about 


5,000 acres have old trees and the 
remaining 
4,000 acres have young 


trees, planted within the last two or 
three years. I am not quite certain 
how this section compares in accu- 
rate figures with other big walnut 
sections, but I do know that it is one 
of the largest in the world."

"The Chemists.^ 


It was our pleasure last week to at- 


tend the meeting of the Southern Cali- 
fornia Association 
of the 
American 


Chemical Society and listen to the ad- 
dress made by Prof. J. H. Horton of 
Riverside on soil chemistry. 
In the 


discussion, which followed we were 
impressed with the difference between 
scientists and farmers. At a conven- 
tion of farmers it is astonishing the 
positiveness with which various meth- 
ods of work are supported. 
For ex- 


ample, let the subject of splits of or- 
anges come up and approximately a 
dozen speakers will present a dozen 
different reasons and remedies, and 
each knows his own conclusions are 
correct. 
The chemists, on the other 


hand, discuss the problems with ut- 
most caution and usually end by ad- 
mitting, "After all, we don't know." 
Chemists used to be rather more posi- 
tive than they hnve been lately. 
As 


one speaker at the meeting in ques- 
tion remarked, "We used to think wt. 
had a definite line on various facts 
in soil chemistry, but the bacteriolo- 
gists have given us a jar which has 
convinced us \ve yet have something 
to learn." 


Admirable as this attitude is, there 


is still much to ndmire in the farmer 
who knows and knows he knows. He 
may possibly be proved wrong ulti- 
mately, but he goes ahead with vigor 
working out his own conclusions. 
It 


has at times seemed to us that the 
scientists were altogether too cautious 
in giving out their conclusions. 
This: 


is a feeling common to others, for we 
have 
he.'ird many complaints made!

Municipal Ownership 


Plan In Pasadena 


ASK TO BE SHOWN. 


By Edward P. E. Troy. 


In no other'American city has such 


a relentless war been waged against 
a municipally-owned electric lighting 
plant as in Pasadena. Six years ago 
the lighting of the city was furnished 
by the Edison Electric Company of 
Los Angeles. Complaints caused the 
mayor to have the lights tested, and 
it was reported by the experts that 
the city was not receiving any more 
than half the light it paid for. When 
the bill was presented, the city offer- 
ed to pay half of it, and the -.company 
sued for the whole sum. 


The electric company had control of 


the entire southern portion of the 
state for many years, and conducted 
its business with the usual insolence 
of private monopoly in a public-ser- 
vice. Citizens complained that they 
were treated arbitrarily and rudely. 
The rate charged was the highest in 
the state—fifteen cents per kilowatt— 
until Pasadena threatened 
to build 


its own plant, when the rate was re- 
duced to' 12 Va cents. 


The city finally determined to build 


a plant, and the people approved of a 
bond issue of $125,000 for that pur- 
pose. The company sued out a writ 
of injunction to prevent their sale. 
The city council then levied a direct 
tax of $52,000, which the property 
owners cheerfully paid, to build the 
municipal plant. 


Again the city met with opposition. 


Manufacturers stated they could not 
furnish the city with electrical ma-' 
chinery or supplies, as they had been 
threatened with the loss of the busi- 
ness of the associated lighting monop- 
olies if they did so. Finally the plant 
was constructed and put in operation. 
The Pasadena Star charged that a 
former manager attempted to betray 
the city, and accomplish the purpose 
of the Edison Company in destroying 
the city plant. 


Mr. C. W. Koiner was made manag- 


er in March, 1908, and since that time 
the plant has kept pace with the won- 
derful development of the city by re- 
ducing the cost of producing electri 
city, and a 
correspondingly lower 


charge to the consumers. In October 
of that year, light was first supplied 
to private consumers. By the end of

by( the city to eight cents per .Itilowatt. 
Tlie people were so well satisfied with 
the conduct of the plant that later in 
the year by a favorable vote of seven 
to *>one they approved of a further 
the year the city had 600 customers. 
In a few months the rate was reduced 
bond issue of $150,000 to extend the 
plant. 
' Under the management of Mr. Koln- 
er the efficiency of the plant has been 
brought to such a high degree that 
electric current is now being furnish- 
ed to the people of Pasadena at the 
lowest rate of any city in the United 
States, where the current is produced 
by steam power—five cents per kilo- 
watt. The report for the year ending 
June 30, 1911, shows a profit in the 
operation of the plant of 11.06 per 
cent on the total investment .of $492,- 
196.07. The year closed with a total 
of 3,920 meters in operation, and total 
receipts of $110,011.10. The cost of 
manufacturing and distributing cur- 
rent has been brought down to 2 cents 
per kilowatt. In San Francisco the 
sworn statement of the Pacific Gas & 
Electric company was that it cost 
that company 3.678 cents to deliver 
the current to consumers who pay a 
total of $2,730,000 annually for elec- 
tricity, or a cost equal to 180 per 
cent of what.the small Pasadena plant 
generates current for, although the re> 
ceipts in San Francisco are twenty- 
five times greater than in Pasadena. 


The effect of the successful opera- 


tiAi of the Pasadena plant, under 
Manager Koiner has been to cause a 
reduction in all of the cities in that 
part of the state from the old fifteen- 
cent rate to an average of about ten 
cents by the Edison Company, and 
that company is selling current at 
three cents in Pasadena in competi- 
tion with the city plant. In San Fran- 
cisco, the rate is nine cents, as ''com- 
pared with Pasadena's 5-cent rate. 


In Pasadena, Manager Koiner has 


the confidence and respect of the en- 
tire community, because of his fidel- 
ity to the people's interest. Such is 
the difference between municipal and 
private operation of a public utility. 
Fifteen cities in California have re- 
duced electric rates through owning 
and operating municipal plants. 


Flood Waters Nearly 


Drown Man and Boy 


A bill has been introduced into Con- 


gress that is designed to compel cor- 
porations desiring to offer stocks or 
bonds for sale throughout the country 
to first obtain an official license from 
the government before they are per- 
mitted to do so. 


No piece of legislation proposed in 


many yeara should commend itself 
more strongly to the favor of the Am- 
erican people. As a companion meas- 
ure to the suggested Bureau of Cor- 
porations for the regulation of the 
"Big 
Business,' 
nothing could be 


more admirably adapted to serve the 
interests of the public and end one of 
the most crying evils of the day. With 
the impartial enforcement of such a 
law it is inevitable that, stocks hav- 
ing no particular merit behind them 
will cease to be a lure to the inex- 
perienced and .unwary. Likewise, will 
the nimble witted exploiter of pros- 
perous, corporations be unable to in- 
dulge in hjs penchant for the watering 
of stocks to the submerging point, as 
practiced for years by high finance 
to the irreparable injury of many 
worthy enterprises. 


Before an appeal of any kind can 


be made to the public for 'funds with 
which to embark in or extend an al- 
ready established business, stock un- 
derwriters and promoters, big and lit- 
tle alike, are required by the bill to 
lay all their cards on the table for 
the critical inspection of the govern 
ment. In effect this well mean what

of. Qovfna, aiid^ his eight year old son,- 
nearly lost their lives in an attempt 
to cross the wash when it was at 
the height of its flow. Although Rig- 
gins was able to pull hio boy out and 
save his horses, the buggy was made 
a total wreck, and pieces of It were 
found several miles down the wash, 
after the water went down. 


Mr. Riggins had driven into town 


to get his small son from the gram- 
mar school. 
The boy had ridden in 


on his pony, and when he and his fa- 
ther returned, the pony was hitched 
on behind the buggy. The Walnut 
wash crosses the road from Pomona 
to Covina at a point about a_ half-mile 
from the Riggins homestead.' Mr. Rig- 
gins had made it safely when he came 
into Covina, and although the water 
was nearly up to the banks he did 
not expect any danger. 
The water 


had been flowing so swiftly however 
that it had gouged out -a deep hole 
in the center of the stream. 


The horses suddenly floundered in 


•the water and the buggy turned over 
on its side. 
The small boy was caught 


beneath the wheels of the buggy when 
it turned, but managed to hold to a 
rim of the wheel, and he said after- 
ward, held his breath until he could 
free himself and struggle to the sur- 
t'jjce. In the meantime the water had 
carried his father some distance. Mr. 
Riggins is a good swimmer. He suc- 
ceeded in getting hold of the boy and 
flung, him on the bank 


So deep and swift was the current 


that-both the Dorset: and pony, to- 
gether with the buggy, were carried 
beneath the barb-wire fence that spans 
the wash just below "where the buggy 
entered. Mr. Riggins.. struggled.^with 
his horses for some time before' he 
got them on the bank, but could n6t 
save his buggy. 


On the Lytle ranch, over three-quar- 


ters of a mile away, Charlie Stephens 
and another man witnessed the over- 
turning of the buggy, and ran across 
the ploughed fields to give assistance. 
They arrived just as Riggins was 
struggling with his horses, and they 
helped to carry the boy to the Lytle 
ranch, where he was given dry cloth- 
ing, and kept until seven o'clock, when 
the water had receded so that thv 
journey was made home safely. 


The wild work of the water was 


evidenced by the manner in which 
it tore the buggy to pieces. Parts of 
the vehicle were found down opposite 
of Citrus avenue on the Lucky Bald- 
win plains, and the wheels and run- 
ning gear had been torn from the top. 
The buggy was made a total wreck. 


The same storm that placed Rig- 


gins and his son in danger, caused 
a good deal of misgivings in Covina. 
The rain fell in ton-rents for about 
a half hour, just after it had been rain- 
ing steadily for several hours. Bad- 
i'llo avenue and Citrus avenue were 
filled with flood-water, which the new 
culverts at the corner of the two 
streets in the center of the city could 
not take care of. In the orange ranch 
country a great deal of water swept 
across the lands, and some damage 
was done by laud washing .

WASHINGTON, Mar. 13.—When the 


chemical schedule came in from the 
ways'1 and- means committee,, it was 
discovered by many people who had 
not been giving the matter much at- 
tention that, there were things com- 
ing under the designation of "chem- 
icals" which they had not thought 
were there. 


Not to enumerate them all, take for 


instance olive oil. Few people would 
have thought that a great horticul- 
tural industry like olive growing could 
be affected by the chemical schedule. 
But olive oil is on the "chemical" list. 
The minortiy cut the duty on oil from 
a reasonable protection to a figure 
which means that the makers of olive 
oil in this country, cannot live, if they 
pay $20 a ton for olives; and the 
growers will hardly be able to contin- 
ue in that line of production if they 
are to receive less. 


The agricultural interests will be 


disposed to watch more closely here- 
after the schedules which at first may 
not seem to interest them. But for 
that matter, all schedules do interest 
them. The congressman in a cotton 
manufacturing district who may be 
willing, for instance, to see the duty 
on borax reduced because no borax 
is produced in his district, would not 
like 
to 
have another congressman 


whose district is interested in borax 
advocate the reduction of the duty on 
cotton goods, but if he had such an ex- 
perience he should not be surprised.

the soil are likely to stand together, 
whether' they raise onions in Texas, 
potatoes in Maine, grapefruit in Flor- 
ida, or lemons in California.

Destitute Children Suffer 


For Necessities of Life 


In the belief of the board of man- 
agers of the David and Margaret Home 
for orphan children, at Lordsburg, the 
people of Southern California would 
feel their hearts moved with pity if 
they could know of the number or 
little children that have been turned 
away from, that, institution because 
there are no more accommodations to 
be had. 
At the quarterly meetiiiR 


of this board, heid last Monday, In 
the Methodist Kpiscopal church at 
Lordsburg, the superintendent of the 
Home spoke with tears in her eyes 
of instances where little children had 
been sent to her core, and were after- 
wards sent back to be cared for by 
the county. There are several rooms 
that are available at the Home, but 
the funds have not been forthcoming 
to properly furnish them, and the sup- 
port has not been equal to the demand 
placed upon the institution. 


"You know." said one of the man- 


agers this week, "that a little child 
can be kept from starving to death 
by being taken care of by the county, 
but this is not the help we owe to 
God's unfortunate little ones. They 
need the care that motherly nurses 
and managers can give them in a 
clean, warm home, and they must 
be sent to school, properly clothed." 


An appeal has been sent out by 


the managers to all the churches in 
Southern California, asking the mem- 
bers to help with money and with the 
things which are so necessary for the 
welfare of these little waifs. At the 
meeting on Monday there were twen- 
ty-six of the board present, and five 
visitors. Sunday, the day before, had i 
evidently been a day of misfortune 
at the David and Margaret Home, for, 
besides being cut off in water supply, 
the large cooking range went out of 
commission, and they had to cook 
three meals for a family of sixty- 
three on a little threei-burner gas 
plate. 
Consequently, the ladies met 


in the church, in order not to cause 
any more inconvenience than neces 
sary at the Home. There are now 54 
children at the institution, 
Eieven 


have been dismissed during the quar-j 
ter, and twenty-one admitted. Many 
a child has been turned away from 


this home because of lack of room 
and no money for expenses. 
The 


board states that there are unfur- 
nished rooms waiting for some char- 
itable person who wil provide funds 
for the furnishing. 


The board is issuing what is term- 


ed scholarships, which are taken at 
$70 each. What is wanted is the sale 
of more of these scholarships, one of 
which will pay the expenses of a 
child. It is a work for men and wo- 
men whose hearts can be touched by 
the suffering of God's destitute little 
ones. 


A pitiful case is that of two chil- 


dren, three and five years of age, 
whose mother was dying in the hospi- 
tal, and whose father was dead. A 
neighbor of the family brought the 
children to the David and Margaret 
Home, but they could not be cared 
for because of no bed and no person 
to contribute to. their support. 
The 


matron could not take then in be- 
cause she would be depriving little 
ones already in the home of needed 
support. 


The David and Margaret Home is 


an undenominational institution, and 
v;as given for the work by philan- 
thropic people who live in Lordsburg. 
Forty-five of the children are attend- 
ing the public school at La Verne, and 
the smaller ones are in the Kinder- 
garten In the Home. There is a debt 
of $1400 for current expenses and ?300 
for salary at the present time, mak- 
ing a total of $1700. Donations for 
ciothes, food and other such things 
needful are always acceptable, ana 
the board sends an earnest appeal to 
the Covina churches and the charit- 
able people all over California, to 
aid them in this work. 
An enter- 


tainment was recently given at one 
of the local chinches by the little 
ones, and it netted eighteen dollars. 
Other entertainments might be given, 
and the money would materially as- 
sist. All church members are asked 
to get behind and support this insti- 
tution, and further information can be 
obtained by getting into communica- 
tion with three Covina ladies, Mrs. 
Charles Paige, Mrs.' J. L. Matthews, 
and Mrs. W. W. Nuzum.

and study the deep scars that have 
furrowed "Old Baldy," scars that are 
now filled to the brim with snow, 
waiting for the touch of the summer 
sun to come tumbling down the can- 
yon in green water-falls. 


Elsberry Reynolds, who once be- 


friended an author who offered him 
a tattered, much-travelled manuscript 
—befriended him by bringing it out 
as a book, thereby making himself 
and the author forever removed from 
financial cares, believes that in the 
mountains and plains or the La Verne 
valley he has found a home that has 
all his desires woven into one fabric.

Klsberry Reynolds, has been looking' 
tentatively for a home in California. 
Kor, the author came to the Imperial! 
valley toon after the Reynolds house . 
of 
books made a success of "The 


Shepherd," and be has been growing 
new thought* and alfalfa in the sun-' 
bathed valley. The two men, Wright 
the author, and Reynolds the publish- 
er, are better than brothers in their 
regard for each other. Keynolds mar- 
vels at the exquisitely-turned word- 
pictures of his friend; Wright has an 
undisguised adiuiration for the man 
v.'ho can make his books pay so well. 


Novel writing is different than in 


the days when Hawthorne wrote "The 
House of .Seven Gab!es." Hawthorne 
had no cooipeliior; Wright has liter- 
ally thousands, 
and 
always about 


seven really meritorious books to con- 
test with in the dizzy rtaliii of "best 
sellers" 
Reynolds and Wright get 


together and confer for five months 
in the year. What is the use in writ- 
ing a book that never could be pub- 
lished because it might transgress 
some important law or the business 
world? The two minds work harmon- 
iously together, and the result is not 
only an highly interesting novel, but 
a "best seller," which means a tri- 
umph that must be fought for dog- 
gedly from the first, else, so far as 
the reading world is known, the book 
is a literary as well as a business 
failure. 


Elsberry Reynolds as president of 


the Book Supply Company on Monroe 
street in Chicago, is a man whose 
mind is filled with contracts for bond 
paper and beset with questions as to 
how long the plates will last in the 
fifty thousand edition of some v/ri ten's 
brain-child. He is engaged in the busi- 
ness of placing orders for an edition 
of five hundred thousand copies of 
Wright's last book, "The Winning of 
Barbara Worth," the selling of which 
Schuman, managing-editor of the Rec- 
ord-Herald, said was an utter impos- 
sibility, and which Reynolds proceed- 
ed to do, to the astonishment of the 
entire book-publishing world. "Bar- 
bara" was sold in train-loads. 


But Elsberry Reynolds in California, 


walking beycnd the promontory where 
the little ramada that he calls .the 
"Spoonholder," gleams like an eagle 
eyrie, is a farmer and landscape gar- 
dener in eager embryo. On the plain 
that looks like Old Bitldy's open palm, 
he is going to sow grain. The ranch 
is one hundred and forty acres, north, 
south, east, west, and up and down. 
He is planning an automobile drive 
that will circle it all, following the 
canyons and the edges of the hills, 
dipping into cool groves of giant live- 
oaks, winding along by the stream 
that emerges from a long tunnel that 
a previous owner made in the moun- 
tain. He is figuring earnestly on the 
desirability of sta/ting a bee colony in 
a canyon that gashes his mountain 
like an inverted earth-trowel. 
The 


mountains are disintegrated granite 
rock, that crumbles in the hand, and 
he will make his drives of it. The 
wealthy publisher is bent on making 
another great and wonderfully beau- 
tiful winter home like that of Judge 
Charles Silent, a few miles below 
him, 
and 
like the 
famed Smiley 


Heights of Redlands. 


The Reynolds ranch was once the 


vision of a wealthy Englishman, who 
bought it, planted it over to shrubs 
and rare plants, and then dropped the 
venture for lack of funds. Palms of 
many varieties, long avenues of aca- 
cias, foreign 
firs and cedars—trees 


and plants from the ends of the eurtn 
are there. The place is overgrowu 
with thickets and the roads and paths 
have crumbled before the assaults of 
storms, and this is Reynolds' idea 
that he will reconstruct and amplify 
and make indescribably lovely this 
mountain home. Below his mountain 
land he has fifteen acres of oranges, 
ten years old. of the fatuous foothill 
variety, packed in the little village of 
La Verne. 


On a plateau not far up from the 


level of his orange groves, Reynolds 
will build Jiis home, a Swiss chateau. 
Plans are in the hands of the archi- 
tect now. He has plans for stables 
and a garage hidden in a cleft in the 
hills, and the whole side of the moun- 
tain will be piped with water to keep 
it green the year around.

are of the same opinion. It gives the 
customer the benefit of a cash dis- 
count received in cash. All people 
trading in the Covina stores are asked 
to have this system ^explained to them, 
and to ask for the bank credit checks.

Lemon Crop 5000 Carloads. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Mar. 1.5.—Cali- 


fornia's lemon crop this year will be 
one of the largest since the culture 
of that fruit was first inaugurated in 
this state. At the present time the 
lemon growers of the state estimate 
a minimum crop of 5000 carloads. Up 
to and Including the last day of Febru- 
ary, 1341 carloads had already been 
shipped this year, and the remainder 
of the crop will be moved just as 
quickly as cars can be provided. The 
usual loss to the lemon crop each 
year on account of frosts, was very 
small in this state this season, and 
some of the growers predict as heavy 
a season as last year.
